He said Dr. Barn- 
house told him he did this by ar- 
rangement with Gov. Gardner and 
Attorney-General McAllister, to save 
automobile hire to the State. Cor- 
rell said that wnen he made ex- 
penditures for gasoline or repairs, 
the amounts so spent were repaid 
in his expense check. 

Special Postage Account. 

Correll said he was instructed not 
to put the item of postage on his reg- 
wlar expense accounts, Dut to turn in 
a «special account for postage.

WANT to travel a long, long road 
AS comrade to wind and rain—

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|Chicago’s $10,000,000 Libel Suit 
Against Tribune Condemned as an 
Attempt to Restrict Freedom of Press

CHICAGO, Sept. 22.

» RGUING for a free press as a principal bulwark 
A« democracy, Weymouth Kirkland, of counsel 
for the Chicago Tribune, today declared the 
$10,000,000 libel suit of the City of Chicago against 
newspaper was a revival of monarchical doc- 
and without precedent in American law.

He contended that the suit was an “attempt by a 


Government to restrict the due freedom of the 
press,” adding: 3 

“The form of attack is novel and in America, at 
‘east, without precedent; but the end and animus 
are the same as marked the whole course of ob- 
struction to free expression; namely, to protect en- 
trenched authority from inquiry and criticism.” 

Traces History of Fight on Press. 

Kirkland traced the history of attempts to stifle 
free expression of thought from the days of the Ro- 
man Republic, through the empire and into England. 


There, he said, the printing press at its inception ¢ 


was restricted by censorship and licensing systems 
and the law of libel in its most oppressive form was 
applied by the Star Chamber under James I and 
Charles I. , 

The attorney instanced punishments like cutting 
off of ears, dealt out to authors and publishers of 
utterances which displeased the reigning power 
and pointed out that the fines levied in other cases 
| were so enormous as to be confiscatory. He brought 


out that by 1695- England and about 1723 in the }

He said that during the reigns of Queen Anne and 
George IJ] the cause of free discussion passed 
through fiery trials, instanced the martyrdom of 
Tutchin for presuming to criticise an action of Par- 
lament. He pointed out that despite repressive 
measures “this was the age'of Swift, Addison and 
Steele and the periodical press grew apace and the 
fret daily newspaper appeared,” adding: 

“The most remarkable fact about persecution is its 
inefficiency. In the main it has the opposite effect 
of its intention.” 

Kirkland reviewed the effects of the Stamp Act, 
mying that {t reduced the newspaper circuluxtion of 


Great Britain to half that of America, although the } 


population was double that of the colonies. 


“In other words, and it is pertinent to this suit,” | 


said Kirkland. “the method of suppression by eco- 
nomic attack is far more effective than that of per- 
sonal persecution. Today any Government which 
sought to perpetuate itself by paralyzing criticism or 
preventing exposure, could accomplish its purpose 
best, not by cutting off the ears of its editors, but by 
enacting a heavy tax or by enforcing claims for con-

History of Eariy LTAbel Cases.

DEPORTATION URGED 
AGAIN ON SEPT. 6 


C. A. Karch, Former U. S. |

Steve Unk of East St. Louis, who 
was arrested for deportation Jan. 24, 
1920, at Leavenworth Federal Peni- 

ary, when he finished a term for 
eonspirac yto violate the Mann act 
and was taken to Ellis Island, never | 
was deported, but finally obtained e 
rehearing of his case, which was 
held Aug. 11 last. and has been at 
liberty on a $500 bond ever since he | 
left Ellis Island. 

St. Louis immigration officials 
who had urged the deportation of 
Unk as an undesirable citizen, to his 
native country. Rumania, were un- 
aware of the action by some Depart- 
ment of Labor official permitting 
Unk to remain at large in this coun- 
try, until, on May 198 last, the loca! 
immigration office received a ietter 
from Washington ordering a rehear- 
ing in order to remove the case from 
the files. The new hearing was given 
as soon as Unk could be found { 
East St. Louis and the witnesses 
summoned. 

Recommended Deportation. 

Assistant Inspector James Nash 
of the Immigration Service con- 
ducted the hearing in his office in 
the Chemical building and on Sept. 
>» sent his findings to the depart- 
ment at Washington, with the con- 
ciusion that Unk should be deport- 
ed. No reply to his findings has 
been received. The charge against 
Unk in all the deportation proceed- 
ings was that he managed and 
shared in the profits of a disorderly 
house and the deportation order 
was possible because he is an alien. 

Unk and his wife formerly con- 
Gucted the Star Hotel, 2005 Mis- 
sourl avenue, East St. Louls, and 
Unk’s prosecution grew out of the 
charges made by Myrtle Gardner, 20 
years old. who said she was induced 
to live at the hotel and forced to 
associate with men. She died of 
tuberculosis soon after she testified 
in the East St. Louis Federal Court. 

Mr. and Mrs. Unk, both of whom 
were then 27 years old, had a hear-_| 
ing on the girl's charges before Unit- | 


'e€ States Commissioner C. P. Coultas 


in East St. Louls. and were bound 
over for the grand jurr. A Federal 
grand jury indicted them both, on 
April 6, 1918, for violating and con- 
spiracy to violate the Mann act. On 

June 13. 1918 a jury in East St 

Louis Federal Court found Unk 
guilty of the conspiracy count, but 
acquitted his wife. Unk then re- 
ceived a two-rear penitentiary sen- 
tence, which he had fust completed :
